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PREFACE. 


HIS second book of “ Pictures in Song” is intended 
for Senior Classes. The songs are arranged to be 
sung in groups, the numbers being suitably contrasted. 


The two-part songs are specially selected or written to 
serve as an introduction to two-part singing. They are 
contrapuntal in style, and give the children real melodies to 
interpret. Many teachers may think they are too difficult, 
but they will find that, if the principles enunciated in Book I. 
have been. acted upon, the child will experience no difficulty 
in keeping iis part, but will joy in the singing of it. 


The whole class ought to be taught both parts, and as 
the songs are for equal voices, a simple division of the 
class into two groups will suffice for the study of these
